Two Measures Recom- 
mended for Curbing the 
Powers of Courts After 
Advers¢ Labor Decisions.

Cincinnati, Ohio, June 21.—Organ- 
ized labor virtually committed itself 
‘today at the American Federation of 


Labor convention to a proggm favor- 
ing adoption of four constitutional 

“amendments, the repeal of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law‘ and the enactment 
by congress of two other measures for 
the avowed purpose of curbing the 
eourtg.on account of decisions adverse 
to laber. 

A final vote, however, was delayed 
until tomorrow so that. delegates 
might Gontinue to unlash their feetings 
against what was describéd by the: 


special policy committee reporting the 


program as “a judicial y that 
is threatening to set itself up above 
‘he on agg and above the people 
themselves.” 

The pro of amendments in- 
‘elude a congfessional yeto of supreme 
court decisions, ‘the guarantee to 
workers of the right to organize, to. 
” bargain collectively and to strike, the 
“prohibition of child labor, and the 
adoption of an easier miethod than thé 
present for changing the federal con- 
stitution. The new laws proposed 
would interpret sections of the Clay: | 
ton act, which the committee said 
the supreme court had “manifestly ig- 
nored or overridden,” and a new child 
labor law that would meet objections 
réised by the supreme court in set- 
ting aside former enactments. 

No Dissent Voiced. 

Delegates advocating the program 
were e greeted with noisy demonstra- 
tions, and no dissent from the commit- 
tee’s program was voiced during de- 
bate. Emphasis was placed by the 
, speakers on their statement that the 


program was an appeal to the peo-. 


ple, and that it was an orderly pfoc- 
ess in defense of labor's rights. 

Bitter denunciation of supreme 
court. decisions, however, featured the 
debate, as also the vommittee’s re- 
port on the program. 

The convention adopted a resolu- 
tion favoring. an investigation of Har-

Three Separate Attempts 
Made in Effort to Prove 
Conspiracy to Free the 
Liquor Defendant. 


GAVE SAPHIRE MONEY, 
‘. DECLARES GRAYSON 


Defense Claims That En- 
tire Prosecution Prompt- 
ed by Desire to Diecredit 
Former Administration. 


Dictograph investigations by the 
United States district attorney's of- 
fice; the slang terms and argot of the 
gangsters and gunmen in the crook 
strata of the great cities, and a- bat- 
tery of charges fired at each other by 
present and former federal officials 
were outstanding features of the trial 
of conspiracy charges against W. Paul 
Carpenter, former assistant United 
States atterney, and Harry Saphire, 
former prohibition agent, which began 
Wednesday before Federal Judge W.

Wholesale Movement Is 
Started to Have All

WILL HOLD STRIKERS

30 Big Systems Notify 
Rail 
to “Farm Out” Their 
Shops.

Chicago, June 21.—Reailroads are 
preparing to meet the _ threatened 
strike of approximately a _ million 
shop and maintenance of way em- 
ployees by a wholesale. movement to 
put railroad shops and: contract work 


* in private hands. 


Thirty big railroad systems had 
eases before the United States rail. 
road labor board Wednesday, either 
notifying the board of intentions to 
turn over shops and enter into pri- 
vate contracts, or defending action 
already taken over the protests of 
the ship crafts union leaders. 

A walkout-by the 500,000 shopmen 
and the 400,000 maintenance of 
way and other unskilled workers will 
find every carrier in the country op- 
erating under the private control 
system whereby they will be able to 
pay less wages and give lesg liberal 
working rules than are allowed by 
the boafd, according to executives 
here. 

Cease To Be Employees. 


While the board has de¢reed that 
private control ‘of shops and con- 
tracting of work by railroads is legal, 
it has stipulated that employees 
thus involved must be paid author- 
ized wages and given the same over- 
time rules as others. The carriers 
will hold that if the men _ strike 
they will cease to be employees, will 
not be under the board’s jurisdiction, 
and that ‘they will be at liberty to 
hire any employees they please at 
any wages they wish to pay, it is 
authoritatively stated. — 

Some railroads have already turned 
all shops over to private control, ac- 
cording to the rail board offices. 
Others are increasing the amount of 
their contract work daily. The Erie 
road now has all of its shops “farmed 
out.’ The Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, the Lackawanna, the Chi- 
cago & Alton, the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas, the Boston & Albany, the 
New York Central, the Big Four, the 
Pere Marquette, and many others 
now have contract cases before the 
board. 

This move by the carriers makes 
even more difficult thg carrying out 
of the strike threat issued by. Bert 
M. Jewell, president of the Amer 
Federation of Labor railway depart- 
ment. The “Big Four’ brotherhoods 
and the switchmen, vital to any rail 
strike, are not included because they 
face no wage cuts.

Washington, June 21.—Subpoenas 
have bee. sent out by the special war 
frauds grand jury to officials of lead- 
ing banking corporations in New York, 
Philadelphia, New Orleans and Jack- 
sonville, it became known today, re- 
quiring their appearance in connection 
with the investigation of the contract 
under which the government disposed 
of its surplus lumber after the war. 

Heads of the banking firms and 
their cashiers were ordered to pro- 
duce all records of transactions made 
by or involving J. L. Philips, chair- 
man of the Georgia state republican 
committee, who is at liberty on $25,- 
000 bail under charges of conspiracy 
to defraud the government through 
the lumber cohtracts 

Data also was ordered. produced 
which would throw light on, dealings 
ef Charles Philips,’ Jr., “‘the J. “L. 
Philips company,” and John . Ste-y, 
pliens, of the Phitips & Stephens 


company. It was learned authorita- 
tively today that the grand jury has 
been inquiring into the activities of 
other directors of both. firms. 

Those subpoenaed were instructcd 
to be. present before the grand jury 
tomorrow and during the first three 
days of next. week. It was said the 
gran. jury would have cowpleted its 
consideration of the Philips case oy 
next Thursday and that its findings 
would be at once: handed down.

PRESIDENT SPEAKS 


Says Ford Could Not 
Give Industries Power in 
the Amounts They’ 3 Re- 
quire. ;

Washington, June 21.—Indications 
were given in the house today that un- 
remitting pressure would be exerted 
to bring about action on disposition of 
the government’s properties at Mus- 
cle Shoals, Ala. 

Representative Pou, of North Caro- 
lina, advocating from the house floor 
speedy action on acceptance of the’ 
offer of Henry Ford for lease and 
purchase of the properties, disclosed 
that he had made a motion in the rules 
committee of which he is a member for 
a special order for consideration of 
the Muscle Shoals question by the 
house but that the committee sessioo 
was adjourned without action. 

“The Muscle Shoals proposition has 
attracted almost as much attention 
throughout the country as the sub- 
sidy bill,” Mr. Pou said. “The demo- 
cytic minority of the rules commit- 
tee was earnestly in favor of con- 
sidering the bill but the republican 
majority walked out of the room.” 

“You cannot sidestep the issue,” he 
declared, addressing the republican 
side. “You may take your recess 
(referring to the tentative plan of 
house leaders to begin a series of 
three-day recesses about July 1) but 
the time will come and not in the 
very distant future, when the: rules 
committee will not adjourn when Mus- 
cle Shoals is brought before it.” 

Campbell Replies. —«— - 

Mr. Pou’s speech brought a reply 
from Chairman Campbell, of the rules 
committee, who declared that the only 
pressure brought to bear in the eom- 
mittee for immediate consideration of 
‘Muscle Shoals legislation had come 
from Representative Pou. Mr. Camp- 
bell further asserted that the rules 
committee could be counted on to con- 
sider expedition of Muscle Shoals aft- 
er members of the house had had ample 
time to consider the various reports 
submitted from the mccpecidl commit- 
tee. 

“The me&tter_is one of great im- 
portance.” said Mr. Campbell, “and 
will not be considered in a rush. When 
the house takes it up it will be with 
a view of what is best for the pub- 
lic’s interest and not what is In the 
interest of any one man.’

GEORGIA IN DANGER. - 


OF LOSING U.S: FUND 


That Georgia must adopt without 
further delay some official plan for 
meeting the provisions of the federal 
eid, act or else lose her share of the 
government highway fund, is con- 
ceded by the members if the legisla- 
ture, -even those who have been op- 
posed to a large bond issue, accord- 
ing to interviews with senators and 
representatives here in advance of 
the session which opens a week from 
today. e : 

“We must netessarily take .some 
immediate steps. to raise money for 
state highways,” said one of the sen- 
ators. e people will not stand 
fcr increased taxativn nor will the 
legislature consider such actjon. 

“I believe we shall find it’ impera- 
tive to act upon a state bond issue, 
not necessarily the $75,0007000 «which 
has been proposed and which bas met 
with opposition, but for some smaller 
amount which will enable us to meet 
the government appropriation and gu 
ahead on statewide work. ° , 

“After all, it 1s the people who 
must finally decide witat they want 
and don’t want. I believe the legis- 
lature will adopt constitutjona! 
amendments calling for a bond issue 
of some substantial amount, and put 
it up to the people at the Novem- 
ber election. That will cest the state 
rothing, as the election must be held 
anyway.” 

Advocates of the wend issue, in- 
cluding the Georgia Good Roads as- 
sociation, which has actively been 
urging it, state that they are not 
‘arbitrarily wedded to the $75,000,000 
originally proposed, though they be 
lieve that sum justified by the needs 
of ‘the state and the revenue from 
gasoline taxes and automobile license 
fees, but t believe the legislature 
will find i 
to adopt a bond issue of some amount.

A room without curtains is like a 
face with the eyebrows shaved off.

It is not necessary 
that they should be expensive or 
elaborate. It is preferable, indeed, 
that they should be simple, but well 
chosen. 

The purpose of curtains is not to 
exclude the light, but to temper and 
diffuse it, also by their graceful folds 
to soften the lines of the window. With 
these objects in mind, choose simple 
materials thin enough to let in plenty 
of light, but with body enough to 
hang well. As there will probably be 
more or less pattern elsewhere in the 
room, it is generally preferable to have 
nloin eurtain material without pat-

term: Fine stripes, dots and such, in- 
conspicious features, however, are 
quite permissible, 

Cheesecloth—dignified by the name 
of Euclid batiste—white, cream or ua- 
bleached, is much used by decorators, 
is inexpensive and very satisfactory. 
Scrim, marquisettes, bobbinette, Brus- 
sels net and Skiss are all to be 
recommended as suitable curtain ma- 
terials. Casement cloth and Japanese 
cotton crepe also are worth keeping 
in mind.
